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City Council 
OKs Monday car 
shows to resume

After a long discussion during Monday’s 
regular meeting of the Belleville City 
Council, the council voted unanimously to 
approve weekly car shows on Main Street 
which would be closed to traffic from 
Third to Fifth streets. 

The summer car show could resume next 
Monday. 

Since the Bayou Grill, which started the 
Cruisin’ the Bayou car show, announced it 
would not be holding them this year and 
would close the restaurant on Mondays, 
car lovers have been looking for ways to 
keep the show going. 

At Monday’s meeting there were two 
proposals on the agenda, Item A which was 
to close High Street and have the car show 
there and Item B to continue to hold the 
shows on a closed Main Street. 

High Street was proposed by David 
Nucullaj of Johnny’s Grill and James 
Frazier of Great Lakes Towing. They 
proposed closing High Street between 
Main and Church streets from 5 to 9 p.m. 
on Mondays through August. 

Frazier, a Belleville Police Reserve 
Officer, said Reserve Officers would patrol 
the event and assist with traffic control. 
The two sets of restrooms at Johnny’s and 
those at Horizon Park would be available 
for the public, since no public restrooms on 
Main would be available with the Bayou 
closed. 

Frazier said the bank has given them 
permission to use its parking lot for the 
cars, as long as the ATM was kept open 
until 6:10 p.m. and Grace Baptist Church 
said cars could be parked in their lot. 

He said with the library construction, 
High Street was logistically a better place 
to close off. He said it would be called 
Cruisin’ Belleville.

School Board approves digital math textbooks

At its meeting May 29, the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education 
approved the use of digital math Techbooks 
for the next six years at McBride Middle 
School and for Gifted and Talented 
and advanced math students at Owen 
Intermediate School. 

The total cost for six years is $187,650, 
which covers about $76,000 for 
professional development for the teachers, 
$70,000 for the consumables (called ISRs 
used to practice skills) and $42,000 for the 
Techbook user licenses. 

Curriculum Director Jeff Moore said 
the Techbooks will replace the current 
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Carnegie Math program which expires in 
June. 

He said a team of McBride and Owen 
mathematics teachers researched a number 
of math programs over the course of the 
year and as a result made a recommendation 
to use the Discovery Math Techbook for 
the 2018-19 school year. 

Moore said part of the project is training 
the principals with ongoing professional 
development. He said the program is easier 
to use on line and there have been no 
issues with online textbooks. There is the 
opportunity to print things out. 

“It’s a pretty cool tool and I’m excited 
about it,” Moore told the board. 

Board member Darlene Garrett said now 
her daughter will be able to do her lessons 
on her phone or tablet while away from 
home. She said with Carnegie Math she 
had to go home to do her lessons. 

“We're trying to reflect society and 
people’s lives in the future,” Moore said. 

But board member Simone Pinter said 


she was concerned about students figuring 
out problems and not being able to show 
their work. She asked what would happen 
with a power outage or when the internet 
goes down. 

Moore said paper can be used. 

He said teachers will see it over the 
summer and work with the IT department 
so they will have teachers familiar with the 
system. 

Moore said the consumables had to be 
ordered by July 1. 

In other business at the May 29 meeting 
the board: 

e Approved a cooperative agreement 
for high school ice hockey with Huron 
Schools in New Boston. It was noted they 
are also looking for approval for Airport 
and Flat Rock schools to be added to the 
cooperative hockey team to make sure 
there are enough players; 

e Approved the membership resolution for 
the 2018-19 school year in the Michigan

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Belleville DDA member insists on emphasis to make downtown vibrant

After discussing the 2018-19 fiscal 
year budget prepared for the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority at its 
May 16 meeting, it was noted there was 
nothing in the property acquisition line 
item. 

Alicia McGovern, a DDA member who 
is Financial Advisor at Edward Jones, said 
she would like to have property acquisition 
and then selling of that property to a 
business. 

“The line item is blank now,” she pointed 
out in disappointment. 

DDA coordinator Carol Thompson said 
the fund balance is around $1 million, with 
a couple payables. 

“I think we should be talking about 
property acquisition and bringing business 
to Belleville,” McGovern said. 

It’s not in there because Belleville 
has been in “like a stagnant state,” said 
treasurer Sabrina Richardson Williams. 

“We’ve been in a stagnant state,” 
McGovern agreed. 

Thompson said the downtown was in a 
stagnant state before the DDA redid Main 
Street and the streetscape. She said eight 
years ago there was 24% vacancy and now 
it’s 10%. 

She said six places are for sale and four 
for lease. 

DDA chairwoman Rosemary Loria 
said the slowdown was due to economic 
conditions. 


“It’s trickling now, but its coming our 
way,” Loria said. 

“I came to Main Street,” McGovern said. 
“But, Belle’s just went out of business.” 

Thompson said a retailer is looking to 
rent that space. 

McGovern said the DDA needs to work 
to make the downtown more vibrant. She 
said Plymouth was very similar and had to 
struggle to get where it is. 

“We could do that,” she said. “I don’t see 
us talking about it a lot.” 

Councilman Tom Fielder spoke from 
the audience, saying that because there’s 
nothing on that line item doesn’t end it. He 
said the DDA, he believes, wouldn’t have 
a conflict with finding out who wants to 
develop and where and help out. 

“If something comes up wouldn’t you 
rather have it ready?” she asked. 

“You can use the fund balance,” Fielder 
said. 

DDA member Denise Baker said that it 
would be like the facade grants. It used to 
be in a line item, but now comes from the 
fund balance. 

‘Tm glad we’re talking about this,” 
McGovern said. 

The DDA voted unanimously to approve 
the new budget as presented and send it on 
to the city council to be a part of the total 
city budget. Under law, the DDA budget is 
required to be in the hands of the city by 
June 1. 

The new budget includes $1,500 each 
to the following groups for Community 


Program/Event Funding: National 
Strawberry Festival; Belleville Area 
Council for the Arts -- Music Lakeside; 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce -- 
Winter Fest; Central Business Community 
-- Harvest Fest, Booville, Santa photos, 
Flop E Bunny; and Belleville Area 
Museum -- Harvest Fest/Booville and 
Holiday Season. 

Revenue projection was $692,540 and 
expenditures projection the same for a 
balanced budget. Balance after the bond 
payments is $305,932. Administration 
is $56,882 and District Maintenance is 
$168,350. 

Economic Development is $34,700 
and includes marketing/PR, New Tech 
SOUP Project, decorations and banners; 
promotion, advertising, and marketing; 
and community program funding. 

Capital Improvement is $46,000 and 
includes engineering support for new 
projects, park improvements, other board 
projects, and public art. 

In other business at the May 16 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Accepted the low bid of $1,432 for 
60 cubic yards of FIBAR engineered 
wood fiber for Victory Park playground 
surfaces from Jack Golden Associates 
of Eastpointe. Other bidders were Play 
Environments of Holland at $1,550, 
Miracle Midwest of Holly at $1,552, and 
Randy Brown Landscape of Van Buren 
Township at $1,680. Although there was 
discussion about going with the highest 


bid because it was local, the DDA decided 
to follow its policy and award the low bid. 
Even with the local bidder preference of 
4%, Brown’s bid was still more. Loria said 
although volunteers had spread wood fiber 
in an Earth Day project, there are rules on 
how thick the mulch has to be, so more was 
needed; 

e Set a joint meeting with the planning 
commission for 7 p.m., June 14, on the 
planning commission’s regular meeting 
night. The June 20 meeting of the DDA 
was cancelled; 

e Heard Thompson explain that rather 
than using other means to ensure security 
for the Horizon Park waterfront, she has 
met with Belleville High School New 
Tech media students to shape a campaign 
informing the community about the ADA 
canoe/kayak launch, including signs, 
video, and possible podcast. She said the 
class would present their ideas to the DDA 
and the DDA would decide what to do; and 

e Heard Treasurer Williams report that the 
$1,400 paid to Van Buren Township in a 
joint effort to cut brush along Denton Road 
is in the accounts payable before them. 
Williams noted the cost had escalated 
from what they thought it would be. The 
total accounts payable of $6,650 was 
unanimously approved.

VBT asks MML, 
MTA for support 


At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara gave a video 
State of the Township presentation telling 
how the township was rock solid in funds 
and had lots of money from grants and 
corporations and increased tax revenue. 

The next item on the agenda was 
Resolution 2018-10 asking the Michigan 
Municipal League Legal Defense Fund 
and/or the Michigan Township Association 
Legal Defense Fund to support VBT in its 
law suit against Visteon, or the township 
could end up with a financial manager. 
What? 

In 2003 , the township’s Local Development 
Finance Authority issued bonds to assist 
in the construction of Visteon’s world 
headquarters. In 2010, while in the midst of a 
recession and Visteon’s bankruptcy, Visteon 
and the township entered into an agreement 
where Visteon agreed to assist the township 
by making payments whenever there was 
insufficient captured tax revenue to cover 
bond payments. 

Now, on the eve of a shortfall, Visteon 
has disavowed any obligation under the 
agreement, subjecting the LDFA to default 
and VBT and its citizens to potentially 
“disastrous financial outcomes.” The 
law suit is to force Visteon to honor its 
commitment. 

The Court of Appeals agreed with a lower 
court that this suit is premature since no 
harm has yet occurred. The Supreme Court 
may take the case and the MML and MTA 
could help get it there. But, what a mix of 
messages.

The event is free, but donations will be 
gladly accepted for the Rosies’ trip to 
Washington. 

Councilman Fielder also noted that 
Strawberry Festival is coming up next week 
and his advice is: “Enjoy it or leave town.” 

He said sometimes he enjoys it and other 
times he has left town himself.

New pedestrian bridge over I-94 
to begin construction July 16 


The Belleville Road pedestrian path over I-94 
and its path lighting was discussed at a recent 
pre-construction meeting of the Michigan 
Department of Transportation. 

Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority Executive Director 
Susan Ireland was there and she reported the 
details at the DDA’s May 22 meeting. 

The project consists of .35 mile of concrete 
shared-used path, bridge widening, concrete 
curb, gutter, culvert, sewer drainage, guardrail, 
steel sheet piling, steel piles, approach work 
and pavement markings. 

In addition to the MDOT construction 
engineer, the project engineer is Mannik 
and Smith Group. Davis Construction was 
awarded the project. 

e Project start date: July 16, 2018. 

e Substantial completion: November 2018 
with mid-June 2019 for grass. 

e No traffic disruptions of any kind during 
Labor Day 3 p.m., Aug. 31, through 5 a.m., 
Sept. 4; or Thanksgiving 3 p.m., Nov. 21 
through 5 a.m., Nov. 26. 

e No traffic stoppages or lane closures during 
Thunder Over Michigan Airshow, Wayne 
County Fair, or four hours before or after all 
University of Michigan home football games. 

e Both entrance ramps from Belleville Road 
to I-94 can be closed simultaneously for the 
purpose of setting bridge beams for two nights 


total. 

e Maintain one lane on NB and SB Belleville 
Road at all times. 

e Shoulder and turn lane closures are permitted 
continuously on the Belleville Road Bridge 
as long as active work is taking place. 

e Median shoulder closures are permitted 
continuously on I-94. A right shoulder closure 
is not permitted while median shoulder/lane 
closures are in place. 

e Single lane closures are permitted on the 
Belleville Road Bridge from 9 a.m.-3 p.m., 
Monday through Friday during the week and 
8 a.m. - 5 p.m. on Saturday and Sunday when 
active work is taking place. 

e Traffic stoppages for the placement of 
bridge beams over I-94 must be conducted 
on one weekend between the hours of Friday 
from 11 p.m. to 8 a.m. the following morning, 
Saturday from 11 p.m. to 8 a.m. the following 
morning, and Sunday from 11 p.m. to 4 a.m. 
the following morning and shall utilize law 
enforcement officials. Stoppages will be 
allowed for a duration of no longer than 15 
minutes after which traffic shall be allowed 
to proceed until such time traffic has been 
free flowing at the speed limit for a period 
of five minutes. The contractor is responsible 
for contacting and coordinating with law 
enforcement. 

e DTE expects to begin lighting in September.

Frazier said he measured High Street and 
there would be enough room for the more 
than 200 cars expected. 

Bayou owner Brian Copsey supported 
the High Street location. 

Jeff Vernon, chairman of the city’s Parks 
and Recreation Commission, said if High 
Street is closed people wouldn’t have 
access to the park or to launch their kayaks 
or go fishing. 

“I opened this and it’s my baby,” Copsey 
said of the car shows. “Johnny’s is the 
place to go.” 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger wrote a memo 
with his concerns that fire trucks would be 
unable to get to the backs of the buildings 
on High in case of a fire if High Street was 
closed. He referred to Johnny’s and the 
Masonic Temple. He said they wouldn’t 
be able to move parked cars fast enough 
for him to get close enough to save the 
buildings. 

The second proposal was by Jennifer 
Winter of Egan’s Pub to keep the car show 
the same way it has been in the past on 
Main. She said the club that originally 
helped with the show, until the last two 
years, will be helping again. She said she 
has lots of help because she needs to be 
working inside the restaurant. Winter said 
porta potties could be used if necessary. 

She said a private club took it out of town 
two years ago and she thinks it should be 
kept in the city. 

“My phone has rung off the hook all day,” 
Winter said of support for her efforts to 
keep the car show running. 

“I have concerns about Main Street 
because of the construction,” said Police 
Chief Hal Berriman. He said if there’s a 
few days of rain and the construction gets 
behind the cement mixers would have to 
get to the Fourth Street construction. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said he was 
there when the library and museum people 
talked to O’Neal Construction and they 
said they won’t schedule work for Friday 
of Strawberry Festival. The construction 
team has been given a document of 
downtown events and they won’t schedule 
work when events are scheduled. He said 
they promised to end construction for the 
lakeside concerts on Thursdays in the 
summer. 

“It’s a great theory, but I know what it’s 
like from when I was in Detroit,” Chief 
Berriman said. “If they’re backed up and 
hauling cement they can’t lose their loads 
.. My basic concern was Main Street ... 
I was thinking of the construction.” He 
conceded they can make it work with 
either decision. 

Later Councilman Fielder said he 
didn’t know why they would have to 
accommodate someone who was told Main 
Street would be closed. 

Fielder said he was a skeptic at first when 
Copsey brought the car show idea to the 
council, “But I have to congratulate you on 
a successful project.” 

“Out of respect for your library, I stepped 
out of it so the library could go forward,” 


Copsey said. “That library is more 
important than a car show this summer. 

“What’s more important to you, a library 
or a car show? Do we want to play that 
game? It ran fine. I made it so good, you 
won't let it go,” he said. 

He said for the first four years a car club 
ran the show and for the last two years it 
was the Reserve Officers. 

“Johnny’s Grill has been here longer than 
I have and they deserve your support,” 
Copsey said. 

After more discussion, the council 
envisioned a joint plan between the two 
proposals and Winter, Nucullaj, and 
Frazier agreed to cooperate and plan car 
shows that are best for the city. 

Winter was put in charge and the three 
will bring their cooperative plan back 
to City Manager Diana Kollmeyer for 
approval. The car shows could resume as 
early as next Monday. 

Nucullaj said they thought because 
of the beautiful view of the lake and the 
bathrooms available at Johnny’s that High 
Street was a good idea. 

“But, whatever you decide is best for 
our town,” he said. “Again, it is OUR 
town. Tell them we don’t get along? Don’t 
come?” 

“It has been a great event and it will 
be successful in the future,” said Mayor 
Kerreen Conley, who noted she is a mother 
of two sons who love cars and she brings 
them to the car show regularly. 

Winter said the same people who helped 
the first four years will be putting on the 
show. After those supporting the car show 
proposals left the city council meeting, 
Sharon Pokerwinski said her husband’s car 
club parks the cars. 

In other business at Monday’s two-hour- 
15-minute meeting, the council: 

e Held a public hearing on the new 
$2,092,567.75 budget and then approved 
it as presented. Mike Renaud, who retired 
after working with corporate budgets 
at Ford, criticized the council for not 
including Doane’s Landing seawall repair 
in the figures because they know it is 


coming. Mayor Conley said the cost figures 
are yet to be finalized and it is coming 
out of the fund balance. They can amend 
the budget later, she said. To balance the 
budget, $5,703.76 had to be taken from the 
fund balance, which is now $1,230,273.77; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$1,325 ,917.62; 

e Discussed the levy of a public safety 
assessment which can be done with a 
council vote after a public hearing. Brian, a 
representative of Plante Moran, said this is 
the second year the council is dipping into 
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the fund balance and when that it done two 
years in a row it gets to be a trend. “You 
don’t have an expense problem. You have 
a revenue problem,” he said. The public 
safety assessment wouldn’t get captured 
by the Downtown Development Authority. 
The council is considering the assessment 
for the December tax rolls; 

e Heard Renaud say that Belleville will 
be like Van Buren Township which raised 
its public safety millage and the people

Candice Renea Diaz of Sumpter Township, 
who is charged with torturing and killing her 
four-year-old daughter on New Year’s Day, 
will be examined yet again by an independent 
expert to see if she is competent to stand trial 
and has criminal responsibility. 

Diaz has been in the Wayne County Jail since 
she and her boyfriend, Brad Edward Fields, 28, 
were apprehended in Georgia as they tried to

flee from the law after the medical examiner 
ruled her daughter’s death a homicide. 

On May 30, Diaz, 25, was set for her probable 
cause conference before 34th District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green. Judge Green 
said three reports came back and the legal 
action can proceed. 

But, her court-appointed attorney asked Judge 
Green to order an independent examiner to 
make a determination whether Diaz is capable 
of standing trial. 

The attorney said under the law if pschological 
tests made by the state are not in favor of the 
defendant, the defense attorney can ask for an 
independent expert. 

The attorney said he requested Dr. Firoza Van 
Horn as the expert and Diaz can be interviewed 
in the Wayne County Jail. 

The Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
on the case said she was not asking the judge 
to deny the defense attorney’s request, but to 
set a date when the case can continue. She 
said they have been waiting for the reports to 
come back and now they are here. She said the 
co-defendant has already been bound over to 
circuit court. 

Judge Green said she would sign an order 


for an independent examination, but not set a 
date because you can’t know when an expert 
can work it into their schedule. 

Judge Green said the criminal responsibility 
report arrived May 14, the competency report 
on May 3 and “today is May 30.” 

“We’re not dragging our heels,” she said as 
she agreed to sign for an independent expert. 

Diaz, who is in jail with bond denied, is 
charged with felony murder, second-degree 
murder, first degree child abuse, and torture 
in the death of her four-year-old daughter. She 
faces life in prison. 

Fields is facing the same charges and was 
found competent to stand trial on May 11. He 
has a final conference set July 6 before Circuit 
Court Judge Vonda Evans and a jury trial set 
Aug. 6 before Judge Evans. Fields also is in the 
Wayne County Jail without bond.

Keegan Maguire Delaney, 18, was due for 
his probable cause conference on two counts of 
armed robbery in Van Buren Township on April

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Liberty Gospel Church 
celebrates 20 years in Belleville 


On April 7, Liberty Gospel Church, 105 N. 
Liberty Street, Belleville, held its 20-Year 
Anniversary Meeting. 

Pastor Bernie Travis told the story of the 
church: 

The Belleville Assembly began with Bro. 
William Waters holding a house meeting 
at the home of Dan and Kimberly Hibbitts 
in Ypsilanti on Nov. 16, 1995.

From June 7, to July 9, 2018 


The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) proposes to approve 
Michigan Disposal Waste Treatment Plant (MDWTP) a Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA) hazardous waste storage and 
treatment facility, operating under a permit issued by the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ), at 49350 North I-94 
Service Drive, Belleville, MI. MDWTP would be allowed to formally 
operate as a polychlorinated biphenyl (PCB) storage facility under the 
Toxic Substances Control Act (TSCA) if a proposed approval is issued 
by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). 


In addition, the PCB storage approval would allow MDWTP to treat 
RCRA hazardous wastes that also contain PCBs to meet disposal 
standards required for the RCRA hazardous constituents. The approval 
outlines specific conditions under which MDWTP must operate the 
facility 


After reviewing MDWTP’s application, EPA proposes to issue an 
approval. Agency experts believe the company has shown the operation 
does not present a risk to people or the environment. Before making a 
final decision on MDWTP’s PCB storage approval EPA will review and 
respond to all comments from the public on the proposed approval.
